Although I only met Mr, Lim re- 
cently, since I sat to‘him for a por- 
trait rtudy I got a clearer imprer- 
slon of him than many casunl en- 
counters would have given me, 
although J fenr not sufficiently for 
me to present os vivid an idea of his 
personality as I should have wished 
in my too hurried pencil sketch of 
him. 


Those .who visit his exhibition will 
find themscives in un atmosphere of 
bright repose, which, in spite of in- 
dividual and somewhat exotic colour- 
ing, 43 somehow surprisingly English; 
whicly Is hardly to be wondered at, 

‘seeing that for a decade he wis 
steeped fn essential England, and had 
all his carly art, training there. 

Born in Kulangsu, soon after the 
turn of the century, in a cultured 
Chinese family, K. K. Lim was the 
middie one of three brothers.

tors. In its small compass England 
offers much varlation of atmosphere 
und scenc, snd he studied lana und 
scascape in romantic Cornwall,: at 
the 1auinous school at Newlyn under 
Stanhope Forbes. Having absorbed 
most of what English. art. training 
had to give him, he was lucky cnough 
to be abie to sludy abroad for a

’ different art movements in the post~ 
war ferment that wos Europe; and 
to see the development of European 
Art through the centuries In many 
of the great Art Galleries. He spent 
some time at the Academie -Julicn, 
Paris, and went on to the Academic 
des Beaux Arts in Geneva.
